Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments presented in pages 10 - 12 of the 
Response to Final Office Action have been carefully reviewed but fail to be persuasive because Chun-Jen et al. clearly shows in Fig. 5 a 
generally planar third surface (C and the bottom surface of the element 320 that is exposed from the encapsulating material 340) disposed 
in opposed to the second surface (B, at the attaching surface area on the element 320 for the chip 350). Thus, Chun-Jen et al. discloses 
the claimed limitation.
